DcLeon Springs bears the name of 


Ponce de Leon and as he undoubted- 
ly visited the place, a brief sketch of 
him is given, and., particularly, that 
part of it bearing, upon his search 
-for a Fountain of Youth. 


There are few, if any, names, in 


history which are surmounted with 
more romance than that of Ponce de 


ing Pone-tha-da-la-one. 


I 
He was born at Aria in the King- 


dom of Leon in 14CO, was a strenu- 
ous and sport-loving boy and in one 
of his escapades came near involv- 
ing the people of his family's castle 


rwith those of the village, and as a 
consequence wag sent to the Court 
of John II at Vaalladolid. While 
riding through the village of Aria en 
j'oute to Valladolid he met Dolores, 
the little daughter of the inn keeper, 
whom he lifted to his saddle for a 
short lide and upon sitting her down 
again kissed her and told her that 
when by the time she had grown into 
a beautiful maiden he Would ride 
beak that way as a knight and would 
bring a palfry for her to ride. As he 
advanced he fought in many battles 
and became an expert and hardenei 
soldier. In one battle with the Moors 
he was badly wounded and was re- 


- warded for his exceptional valor by 


• the king by being made a knight, 


and by Queen Isabella with a suit of 


Wed> Dolorei 


One day he received WOJ-d that his 


death's door, and he immediately set 
out for Aria together with ten well 
armed mounted men, as the land was 
infested with brigands. 
Soon after 


his arrival at Aria bis mother died 
and was buried, and thereafter he 
again met Dolores, the little girl he 
had kissed when leaving Aria 
and 


ful maiden, and they naturally fell 
deeply in love with one another. One 
night the village inn was robbed by 
a band of brigands and Dolores car- 
ried off by the chief known as "El 
Caballero egro," the Black Horse- 


Ponce de Leon and his men traced 


the band,surpi-ised and vanquished 
them and rescued Dolores. Not long 
after this occurrence Ponce de Leon 
and Dolores were married and re- 
turned to Court. 


About this time Christopher Co- 


lumbus returned 
and 
was 
being 


equipped for his second voyage, Ponce 
de Leon was seised with a desire to 
accompany him and through the good 
offices of Queen Isabella his request 
wag granted. 


'A tide of 
fortune seekers 
had 


turned toward the golden lands of 
San Domingo and Cilba amongst the 


Selling his estate in Leon, h^e fitted 


out several caravels and sailed from 
Santandcr in 1498, taking with him 
many, people as settlers from Aria 
and the valley of the F.sla. 


Ii Told Legend 


One day Ponce de Leon having the 


matter of the Fountain of Youth in 
mind because of his beginning to feel 
the wegiht of years physically, even 
if at heart he was young and daunt- 
less as ever said to Atamam who 
was told tha legend. "Tell me the 
whole legend of the fountain whose 
waters are said to restore youth." 


Ponce de Leon doubted not the pos- 


sibility of the truth of this legend. 
Had not his old teacher, Father Am- 
brose, told him often of the fountain 
of life whereof 
men might drink 


freely and live forever? Why then 
should this be incredbile? 


Ponce de Leon asked many ques- 


tions of Atamara 
concerning 
his 


knowledge of other lands and islands, 
and learned enough to satisfy him- 
self that many such exisie'd in the 
unexplored seas lo the northward. 


The knight harf 
Required wealth 


enough for many years, and there- 
fore had no fear 
of poverty. His 


plantations in Higuev and Boriquci 
hfld been conwmed lo him by the 
king and under the management of 
Domingo Lope* bi ought in a good 
annual icvenuc.

Sailing from Poito fiico he came 


n sight of Florida March 27, 1512, 
but did not land until April 3, 1512. ' 
One of these days was either Palm 
or Easter Sunday, and which 
was 


eal ed Paseua Sunday, known as the 
Festival! of Flowers and pronounced 
Pahs fioo ab fio re dnh, and, this1 


name in eonjuuctioji with his observ-' 
ing many flowers in bloom impelled 
him to name the land Florida. The 
Indian name for this land was Cau- 
toi. 


Some years later, he a?nin came to 


Florida to colonize but was attacked 
by the Indians, and mortally wounded. 


As to De-Leon Springs being pei- 


wmally visited by Ponce de Leon one 
account states that he had amasbed 
a fortune by the subjugation of the 
natives in Porto Rico and being old 
and in ill health greatJy desired to 
renew his youth and health by finding 
a spring of perpetual youth. 
The 


Indians informed him that a large 
river ran Forth into a land of flow- 
ers and where there was a spring of 
sacred water which would heal .»11 
his ills. 


Whether he ascended this river, the 


St. Johns, to investigate the spring 
or to find a way to India is not 
known, but there is little doubt that 
he ilid visit 'the spring. 


Another account states that he was 


camped on the east coast and made 
many trips inland on horseback visit- 
ing various springs. 
That on one 


occasion he came with several of his 
soldiers to DeLeon Springs and was 
there 'attacked by Indians who killed 


others escaped back to the coast and 
that Ponce de Le'on was not injured 
n the fight.

"In 1911 in a lengthy talk about 


the future of Florida, which, with

"Ever since Mr. Flaglei made that 


statement the growing traffic of the 
entire East Coast has proven his wis- 


sity of this 
gigantic undertaking 


which the officials of the road are 
now preparing to cairy out. 


"Thus with the proposed extension 


of the Sejboard Air Line and the 
douhle-tiaeking of the East Coast, 
Floiida promptly comes to the front 
with the two most important railroad 
projects wnicn nave been put before 
the country for many years; and I 
am gieatly mistaken if the action of 
these two roads will not compel the 
Atlantic Coast Line to make new ex- 
tentions in this state, and ikewise 
to double-track all of its main line 
in Florida. 


"Year after year it has been dem- 


onstrated that not a single railroad 
running from the north to Florid* 
has facilities adequate to the com- 
fortable handhng of the evftt-incr eas- 
ing throngs who are crowding to thia 
state. These roads have added train 
after tiain for the winter visitors, 
but even under these conditions they 
are forced to carry a dozen or more 
Pullmans on every important train 
making it impossible to handle these 
enormously heavy trains except un- 
der the disadvantage of much jarring 
and jolting whenever they are stopped 
or started. 


"Every southern ro&d leading to 


Florida will be forced, as the Florida 
East Coast line has been forced to 
do, to double-track its line, to cut 
out curves and reduce grades, and 
even then I doubt whether these
